“THEY HAVE NO FEAR” 


Another vehicular homicide 
on Wethersfield Avenue 
sparks a grieving family’s 
call for police enforcement

Anais Soto and Noelia Colon stood sto- 
ically in the light rain last weekend near the 
corner of Wethersfield Avenue where their 
brother Danny was killed three days earlier 
by a car that was racing another one. That’s 
not an uncommon sight on a street that’s 
seen more than its share of death by auto- 
mobile. Danny’s was the fifth in that area 
since 2017. As the 44 year-old pedaled his 
bicycle on the sidewalk heading north, he 
crossed over Shultas Place and then contin- 
ued on in the marked bike lane. A few sec- 
onds later, around 8:30 p.m., his life ended 
followed by the screams and wails of local 
residents who witnessed the hit-and-run 
and its horrifying aftermath. One of the 
cars involved was later found in the North 
End, but as of this Wednesday, there has 





been no further information from the 
Hartford Police Department. 

It was a vigil for Danny. Spanish music 
played, candles were lit near his photo, and 
a diverse, solemn group of relatives, 
friends, and strangers stood holding signs 
facing the busy traffic moving along 
Wethersfield Avenue in both directions: 
“Take Back Our Streets” and “Pedestrians 
are not speed bumps, Justice for Danny!!” 
But the other component of the gathering 
arranged by his sisters was to raise aware- 
ness of the dangers on that avenue—as well 
as other city streets—due to a lack of police 
enforcement, who are under orders to not 
chase those who run red lights, race, 
exceed the speed limit, pass on the right, 
and do U-turns into oncoming traffic. “It’s 
murder’, said Colon. “They’re out there 
and they got away with it.” She and her sis- 
ter are entreating Mayor Bronin through an 
online petition to implement a plan to calm 
traffic and stop the carnage. Over 1,000 
people—both residents and those who trav-

Number 45 plays fast and loose with the USPS

Weston Street in Hartford’s North Meadows. 
Today it’s “automobile row’, the strip where you can 
buy any type of a car from a Muini-Cooper to a 
Mercedes from the more than a dozen dealers who’ve 
set up shop there. But 43 years ago that stretch of 
street was home to only a handful of 
buildings: Howard Johnson’s 
motel, restaurant, and 
Rum Keg Lounge; 
Hartford 
Correctional 
Center (the city 
jail); Hartford 
Jai-Alai; and 
the main post 
office where I 
worked as a clerk 
while also serving as 
a union steward from 
1977-1980. I started out on the 
“dog time” shift, 3:30 p.m.-midnight, 
and later “midnight-out” (actually 11:30 p.m.-8:00 
a.m.). I didn’t last long enough to bid a coveted day 
job. During those years I never had occasion to see 
the inside of the jail. But on dog time I occasionally 
joined some co-workers to bet on a few matches at 
Jai-Alai before clocking in for work (“Begin Tour’, 
in postal parlance), and doing a couple of tequila 
shots while listening and occasionally dancing to a 
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crummy band at the crummy Rum Keg after “End 
Tour’. The language was military. Shifts were “tours 
of duty”, being out without a written excuse made 
you “AWOL”, and dog time was officially “1550- 
0000”. 


After midnight-out (“2350-0800”), I would 
sometimes cheer on the bowling team 
during morning matches at the 
Meadows Lanes or the 
Hartford P.O. softball 
team in the spring 
and summer. 
Sleep was 
screwed up and 
very elusive. 
Frequently, 
mandatory over- 
time was imposed 
with only an hour’s 
notice. It would be 10:30 
p.m. and you’d be exhausted 
from sitting at one of the half-block 
long sorting machines and counting the minutes until 
you could get the hell out of there, keying in pieces of 
mail at the rate of one letter per second—they meas- 
ured each of the 12 keyers’ accuracy through a com- 
puterized control panel—when a supervisor would 
come through bellowing “Three OT!”, and then you

Killmg Them Softly 


Connecticut’s immigrant community 
faces challenges from State government

COVID-19 has created a crisis in 
the United States that has unveiled 
the cruel reality of underserved 
communities. In Connecticut, the 
more than 120,000 undocumented 
immigrants who in their majority 
are considered essential workers 
have vividly suffered the contempt 
of local authorities due to their legal 
presence. Since the beginning of 
the pandemic in March, human 
rights organizations have attempted 
to convince Governor Ned Lamont 
to create a relief fund to temporari- 
ly aid undocumented families deal- 
ing with the struggles of the novel 
Coronavirus. Although help was 
approved in June for $3.5 million, 
this community still has not 
received the assistance. 

In attempts to make their voices 
heard, last Friday activists gathered 
at the governor’s mansion in 
Hartford to demand the financial 
assistance he promised back in 
June. They made serious accusa- 
tions against Governor Lamont and 
4-CT, the organization in charge of 
distributing the promised funds. 

“We still haven’t received the 
money the governor promised. We 
have not talked to 4-CT and don’t 
know how they are using the $1 
million. We have not heard of this 
organization before, and we do not 
trust it’, said Sonia Gutierrez, a 
member of Make the Road CT. 

4-CT is an organization that was 
formally registered in the State of 
Connecticut this March . According 
to Lamont, the organization is sup- 
posed to issue a 4-CT prepaid card 
(same as a debit card) to temporari- 
ly aid undocumented people with 
their basic needs . 4-CT’s website 
has no updates regarding this spe- 
cific immigrant community on their 
website. Advocates are also 
requesting transparency of the $2.5 
million from the Connecticut 
Department of Housing. “We have 
made several attempts to talk to the 
governor. The people around him 
always hinder us with excuses. We 
are tired of having to keep asking. 
He promised, yet he has not ful- 
filled his words’’, said the activists. 

Connecticut’s undocumented 
immigrant population constitutes 
about 5% of the workforce in the 
state, primarily in the service indus- 
try, which was hit hardest during the 
outbreak. Due to their ineligibility 
to qualify for state or federal assis- 
tance, unauthorized immigrants 
have seen the darkest days in the 
last six months. Immigrants that 
work in nursing homes were put at 
risk due to the lack of PPE equip- 
ment and were threatened with fir- 
ing if they complained. “If you 


make your calculations, each immi- 
grant would receive $8.00. We ask 
governor Lamont if he can live with 
$8.00 dollars for six months. We are 
essential workers, we put our lives 
in the line to help Connecticut move 
forward during this pandemic.” 

It is estimated that undocumented 
immigrants pay more than $100 
million dollars annually in state and 
local taxes with their ITIN number. 
Mixed families have struggled to 
deal with the impact of COVID-19 
since U.S. children of undocument- 
ed parents face challenges to 
received state or federal services. 

“We have U.S.-born children. 
They are not being treated as 
Americans because the state is 
being racist towards our families. 
We are hardworking people that 
escaped violence in our country, 
and we need temporary help to con- 
tinue our work after the pandemic is 
over.” 

The federal and State govern- 
ments have a well-recorded history 
of discrimination against immi- 
grants from countries other than 
Europe since 1882. Through time, 
Congress has never agreed to 
reform the immigration system. A 
recent example is the DREAM 
ACT introduced in 2012 during the 
Obama era; years later, the bill has 
still not become law.Although the 
State of Connecticut has temporari- 
ly extended some social services to 
undocumented families such as free 
COVID-19 tests and Emergency 
Medicaid for Non- 
Citizens/COVID-19, it’s not mak- 
ing much effort to attend to the 
needs. Some State senators and rep- 
resentatives have signed the letter 
that the immigrant advocates 
addressed to Lamont on Friday, put- 
ting pressure on his disaffected 
words. 

“This is not a situation of legal 
immigration, this 1s about human 
rights for us and our children. We 
are in the middle of a world pan- 
demic’, said the activists. 

Advocates are making a series of 
demands such as a no less than 
$150 million relief fund, cancella- 
tion of evictions, unemployment 
assistance, free rent for the time 
they were unable to work, and a 
face-to-face meeting with the gov- 
emor to seal the proposed deal. 
Friday night, Governor Lamont’s 
office stated he may meet the 1mmi- 
grant community. 

A date and time are yet to be 
announced.

ing: The mails must go through! 
The vibe was sort of like that old 
silent cult movie “Metropolis.” 

All of this is leading up to the 
current tenuous situation where 
we have a President who’s doing 
whatever he can to stop or slow 
down the mails from going 
through, with some help from his 
friends including the new 
Postmaster General (a generous 
campaign donor). Cutting funding, 
closing installations, removing— 
and  trashing!—the _ sorting 
machinery, getting rid of curbside 
mailboxes, and more. Vote by 
mail? He’s against it, and he’s 
doing his damndest to throw a 
monkey wrench into it, perhaps in 
preparation for the advent of 
“Trumpmail, Inc.: Discounts for 
Red State registered 
Republicans!” During this year’s 
presidential primary, 62% of 
Connecticut voters cast their bal- 
lots by mail, but with the dark 
cloud of changes on the horizon 
the forecast may be turning grim 
by November. To that possible 
end, I would suggest that those 
who are wary of voting at their 
designated precinct due to the 
Coronavirus pandemic instead 
deposit mailed ballots in the spe- 
cial boxes placed outside their 
town or city halls for that purpose.

el Wethersfield Avenue--have 
already signed, most leaving 
heartfelt comments and describing 
personal experiences with the out- 
of-control driving there.

cruisers were parked across the 
street where the officers were 
watching the proceedings. At one 
point, a car heading south sped 
through the red light. Some looked 
over at the police and waved, 
pointing down the street toward 
the violator; they did nothing. A 
couple of days after the accident, 
two walking beat cops appeared 
on Wethersfield Avenue where 
none had been seen in more than 
two years. The same night, a sur- 
prisingly large number of HPD 
traffic enforcement black SUVs 
lined both sides of the avenue 
from Wyllys Street up to Bulkeley 
High School. They were gesturing 
drivers over—not speeders or red 
light-runners—but most likely for 
registration checks. And one of 
those portable light-up speed limit 
signs appeared a few days ago 
near where Danny died.

Covid19, podrian volverse a infectar 
incluso dentro de los 3 siguientes meses 


La pregunta del millon: {por 
cuanto tiempo estamos protegidos 
de contraer covid-19 nuevamente 
tras haberse recuperado? 

La semana pasada, los Centros 
para el Control y la Prevencion de 
Enfermedades de Estados Unidos 
informaron que las personas que se 
han recuperado del coronavirus no 
necesitan ponerse en cuarentena o 
hacerse la prueba nuevamente hasta 
tres meses después. Sin embargo, la 
agencia aclaro el viernes que esto no 
significa que las personas sean 
inmunes a la reinfeccion. “Las per- 
sonas que dieron positivo por covid- 
19 no necesitan ponerse en cuar- 
entena o hacerse la prueba nueva- 
mente hasta por tres meses, siempre 
y cuando no desarrollen sintomas 
de nuevo’, indico la guia de los 
CDC. Sin embargo, “esta ciencia no 
implica que una persona sea inmune 
al virus que causa el covid-19, en 
los tres meses posteriores a la infec- 
cion. Los datos mas recientes sim- 


plemente sugieren que repetir la 
prueba a una persona en los tres 
meses posteriores a la infeccion no 
es necesario a menos de que esa 
persona presente sintomas de covid- 
19 y los sintomas no se puedan aso- 
ciar con otra enfermedad” 

“Creo que este es un terreno 
increiblemente dificil’, considero el 
Dr. William Schaffner, profesor de 
medicina preventiva y_ enfer- 
medades infecciosas en la Facultad 
de Medicina de la Universidad de 
Vanderbilt en Nashville. “Creemos 
que los anticuerpos se correlacionan 
con la proteccion, pero todavia no lo 
sabemos realmente’, dijo Schaffner. 
Los efectos practicos, agrego 
Schaffner, atin estan muy lejos. 
{Puede una persona que tiene antic- 
uerpos comenzar a salir con alguien 
o dejar de usar una mascarilla, por 
ejemplo? Absolutamente no, dio 
enfaticamente.
